: Washington, D. O., Feb. 26. 

Surface tndications are now that both the 
Philippine resolution and the statement of 
the Cuban policy will 
be passed by the Sen- 
ate in the form of 
amendments to the 
army appropriation 
Dill. It is quite with- 
in the range of possibilities that both these 
important declarations of policy will be ma- 
terially amended to meet the views of con- 
servative Democratic Senators. 

The Philippine resolution of Mr. Spooner 

already has been amended so as to protect 
the issue of franchises, making the Presi- 
dent personally responsible for them. 
- Thus far no public opposition to the Cuban 
amendment has been developed. There is, 
however, beneath the surface, a considera- 
ble amount of discontent. There are a con- 
siderable number of both Republicans and 
Democrats who are more than doubtful 
whether this statement of policy is entirely 
in harmony with the Teller resolution. Every 
one admits that the demands promulgated 
on behalf of the United States are entirely 
reasonable, or at least would be so if there 
were no previous pledge in the way.

measures in which prominent Democratic 
Senators are personally interested. These 
bills will be deferred until the Cuban reso- 


lution and the Spooner amendment are both 


out of the way. The combination is so 
strong a one and the desire of the Demo- 
cratic Senators to avoid.an extra session is 


so great that the probability is that the Re- 


publican program will be carried out with- 
out any serious hitch. .. 

Whether it will be possible to avoid an 
extra session depends, of course, almost en- 


i tirely upon the attitude of the Cubans. If 


they accept the policy promulgated yester- 
day and if it is passed by the Senate, of 
course the President will be authorized to 
withdraw the troops when the conditions 
specified are met. On the other hand, if the 
Cubans decline to accept these conditions or 
if they insist upon a material amendment, it 
may be necessary for the President to call 
Congress in extra session to determine what 
shall be done. 

Taking all things into consideration, the 
sentiment is generally expressed at the 
Capitol that the immediate danger of an 
extra session has almost entirely disap- 
peared, but, at the same time, the possibflity 
of such a session is fully recognized. 

In both Houses of Congress the relations ot 
Cuba and the United States, as shown in 
the amendment to the 
army bill, were dis- 
cussed at great length 
and there was a great 
diversity of opinion on 
the question. Many 
members of both parties are delighted with 
the draft of the policy to be pursued with 
Cuba, and say it is entirely satisfactory. 

On the other hand, however, there are a 
large number of Republicans and some Dem- 
ecrats who believe the amendment is entire- 
ly too broad. Some of these go so far as to

say that if this amendment is adopted there 


will be a serious question as to whether the 
pledges made by this government in regard to 
the independence of Cuba will not be vio- 
lated. 

There are no Republicans and few Demo- 
crats who care to put themselves on record, 
but they express themselves privately in the 
strongest terms against some of the prin- 
ciples laid down. For instance, some of these 
Republicans think the sections which practi- 
cally provide for a permanent protectorate 
over Cuba, the restrictions as to the financial 


transactions, and those in regard to the san- 
ftary laws of the island are in direct violation 


of the pledge as to independence. These 
opinions are expressed in private, however, 
as no one cares to make any oriticism of the 
proposed policy at this time. 

Quite e number of the members of the 
House strongly condemn the haste with 


‘which it is proposed to deal with this ques- 


tion. They say it is one which calis for the 
most mature deliberation, and there should 
be full discussion before anything is done. 
It is further sald it would be eminently better 
for both Cuba and the United States if all 
ection were postponed until the Cuban con- 
stitution reaches this country and the rela- 
tions between the two countries are agreed 


upon.

ADJOURNMENT CLOSES ROW.

Washington, D. C., Féb.*26—Thé House 
was the scene of a sensational incident late 
this afternoon. Foran hourthe storm raged, 
ending abruptly when an adjournment was 
taken. Mr. Lentz, an Ohio Democrat, who 
has created many sensations during his serv- 
ouse, stirred the Democrats to a 
fever pitch by rising to a quésfionof privi- 
lege and alleging that a speech he had turned 
over to the public printer under general 
leave to print had been withheld from the 
Record and had been turned over to General 
Grosverior of Ohio by the Speaker. 5 

The nature of the speech was not devel- 
oped during the events that followed, but it 
was learned that it was an attack upon Sena- 
tor Hanna and the methods by which he 
was elected to the Senate. 

The Speaker explained that it had been 
represented to him that the speecti violated 
the privileges of the House, and he had di- 
rected that it should be withheld until he 
could look over it. Pressure of business had 
prevented him from doing so, however, and 
only twenty minutes before, he sald, he had 
directed that the speech go into the Record, 
belleying that if it contained anything or- 
fensive it could be stricken out of the Record 
hy the House later. 0 


‘Declares Informant a Falsifier. 


Mr. Lentz asserted that no living man 
could have known a word of what his speech 
contained until 9:30 last night, and that, 
therefore, whoever told the chair what it 
was said to contain had falsified. 

The speaker replied that the matter had 
been brought to his attention by the repre- 
sentative. of the government printing office 
Such matters, he said, were repeatedly 
called to the attention of the chair. The 
Speaker said the discussion could not pro- 
ceed unless something was submitted to the 
House. Amid cries of Regular order,” 
Mr. Richardson, ‘the minority leader, read 
the following: 

Resolved, be the Speaker of the House 
has no right to withhold from the Record the 

eech of any member made under general 
Iéave to print.“ 

Mr. Cannon made the point of order that 
the resolution, dealing with a general sub- 
ject, did not bear directly upon the ques- 
tion of privilege in hand, and, therefore, was 
not in order.

„It is Claimied that the delegates don't be- 
lieve that the American Congress will sup- 
port President McKinley in his demands for 
certain relations. They thihk that General 
Wood is having fake telegrams sent to Ha- 
vana papers to the effect that the Senate 
committee has reported in favor of accept- 
ing the relations suggested by Secretary 
of War Root. 

It is freely said in Havana that these sto- 
ries are circulated by enemies of General 
Wood to provoke a tense situation. Some 
of the delegates are proposing that the fu- 
ture government of Cuba shall only recog- 
nize as legal those acts of the intervening 
government which do not infringe on the 
Foraker resolution. It is known that many 
of the delegates are opposed to the present 
Cuban central railway. It is thought that 
the adoption of such a clause would open 
the way to blackmailing some ot the enter- 
prises now under way, in the Island. 

Puerto Prinotpe Council Resigns 

The Ayuntamiento of Piértd Principe has 
resigned in a body, the members declaring 
that they cannot provide funds for the pay- 
ment of the police. Secretary of State Ta- 
mayo has telegraphed them that they had 
no right to resign, the office of Councilman 
being obligatory. He added that zealous 
Ayuntamiento try to overcome difficulties, 


and the budget of Puerto Principe included 


expenses which could have been dispensed 
with. 

A new Havana paper, La Realidad, an or- 
gan of the Conservative party, says that the 
conservative classes do not wish the United 
States to withdraw from Cuba yet. It adds 
that everything is disorganized and munici- 
pal administration is in a perfect chaos. 

Ignorance, wastefulness, rapacity, venal- 
ity, and disorder are in shocking evidence. 
With rare exceptions Mayors, municipal 
Judges, and Councilmen were elected because 
they were most unscrupulous and daring. 
The present incumbents put to shame those 
who held office during the worst periods of 
Spanish municipal misrule. It is a good 
thing, however, that this element has been 
allowed to show its real character, as no- 
body can now allege ignorance of what ts to 
be expected from the persons comprising it. 
Therefore, under the circumstances, it would 
not be fair to the administration to withdraw, 
as it indirectly contributed to the placing in 
power of an elément that has shown what 
evil it can do even under restraint. 


Fear Cubans Are Incompetent. 

La Lucha says that many of the popularly 
elected municipalities are insolvent, and that 
disorder and anarchy reign in them. There 
is no guarantee of security in the country 
districts. In spite of this the intervening 
government intends to keep its promise. 

Several prominent revolutionary papers in 
the country show a desire to have the Amer!i- 
cans remain here longer. General Maximo 
Gomez said today that if the Americans 
left the iglands the Cubans would be fight- 
ing within two months. He declared that 
he was the only leader who could cause the 
Americans trouble, but he had no intention 
of deing so.

VANDERLIP. RESIGNS: HIS POST. 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Car- 
ries Out Announced Intention of 
Leaving Government Service. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special. ]— 
Frank A. Vanderlip, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, sent in his resignation today, 
to take effect by March 8. This was not 
in any sense a surprise, as Mr. Vanderlip 
had announced his intention over a year 
ago of retiring at the conclusion of the pres- 
ent administration. He came to Washington 
as the private secretary of Secretary Gage, 
previous to which time he had been editor 
of the Economist and had been the financial 
editor of Tun TRIBUNE. He was promoted 
in July, 1807, to Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, and assumed direct control of the 
5,000 employés of the department. 

Mr. Vanderlip organized and executed the 
floating of the popular loan of 1898 and he 
did his work so. well that there has never 
been the slightest criticism of that trans- 
action, which was one of the most peculiar 
in the history of governmental financial 
operations. Mr. Vanderlip leaves the Treas- 
ury department on his own motion. “ The 

vernment cannot expect to keep such 
men,“ said Secretary Gage, on 4 salery 
of only $4,500 a year. Such men are in 
demand by large financial institutions, and 
the government becomes only a training 
school.“ 

Mr. Vanderlip said this afternoon that he 
still has several offers under consideration. 
He will sail early next month for Europe, to 
be gone several months, during which time 
he will make a special study of fnancial 
methods in Great Britain and on the con- 
tinent. This fact adds to the belief that he 
will ultimately become connected with one 
of the large new trust companies in New 
York. A semi-officilal statement, however, 
credits him with the iptention of associating 
himself with a Chic bank after his re- 
turn from Europe.

PEKIN, Feb,.26.—Kih Siu and Hsu Chang 
Yu, the two Chinese officials who were 
turned over by the Japanese to the Board of 
Punishments, Were beheaded today on the 
same spot where the four members of the 
Tsung-Li-Tamen were put to death during 
the siege for favoring the foreigners. — 

A great crowd assembled to witness the 
executions. Before the executioner did ‘his 
work Ideutenant Colonel Goro Shiba, Mili- 
tary Attaché of the Japanese Legation, vis- 
ited the condemned men and treated them to 
champagne. Kih Siu said to him: , 

I do not know what I have done to make 


me deserving of death, but if beheading me

GIVIL ROLE in BULAGAN 


‘COMMISSION GIVEN HEARTY WEL. 
“COME BY NATIVES. 


Arrives from Mantla in Army Wagons 
and Finds Only Difficulty in Phcify- 
ing Rival Claimants for Capital and 
Seat of Government—Judge Taft in 
Speech Outlines Purposes of Amer- 
lean * Else- 
where. 


GUIGUINTO, Bulacan Province, P. I., 
Feb. 26.—The United States Philippine com- 
mission has arrived here from Manila. and 
has organized 4 provincial government for 
this proWince, which until recently was con- 
trolled by the insurgents. The insurgent 
Colonel Morels is still operating with his 
band of 300 men in a portion of the province. 
Nevertheless, satisfaction with American 
sovereignty appears to be as prevaient here 
as in the provincesin which governments 
have previously béen organized. The party 
arrived here in army wagons and native 
carts, and were driven to the military head- 
quarters. As many natives as could be 
crowded into the hall were present. 

The Presidente of the town welcomed the 
commissioners, declaring that the people of 
the province, which had been watered with 
the blood of Americans and Filipinos, earn- 
estly hoped for the obliteration of the marks 
of war and for the establishment of a peace- 


erty. 
Judge Tatt Addresses Natives. 

Judge Taft responded. He said he rejoiced 
at the fact that the people of the province 
of Bulacan no longer. misunderstood the ob- 
jects of the American government, which 
solely was to secure for the people the bless- 
ings of civil liberty and to develop their self - 
governing capacity. 


Rival Towns Want Capital. 

A contest developed between Bulacan and 
Malolos over the location of the capital. 
Bulacan has always been the capital, but 
Malolos is more central. The advocates 
crowded in front of the commissioners and 
argued eagerly in Tagalog style, in contrast 
to the more moderate manner of expression 
in people of the northerly provinces. Some of 
the Malolos delegates were recently insur- 
gent officers. The commissioners deferred 
deciding whether to take a vote of the dele- 
gations on the capital question. 

All other towns were represented, except- 
ing Santa Isabel, which is the insurgent 
center. The arguments of the tax and salary 
questions indicated that Bulacan is fertile 
and that the live stock has been decimated. 
Labor is scarce, on account of the insurrec- 


tion, and gambling was asserted to be the 


curse of the province. 


Defines Proposed Laws. 

Judge Taft replied that the enforcement 
of the Spanish anti-gambling laws depends 
largely on the people. He assured the dele- 
gates that the vast tracts in Bulacan be- 
longing to the Friars would not escape taxa- 
tion.

‘THE KENNEDY CASE. 
The disagreement of the jury in the sec- 
ond trialot the New Jersey dentist, Samuel 
J. Kennedy, who was charged with the mur- 
der of Dolly Reynolds at the Grand Hotel 
in Manhattan on Aug. 16, 1808, adds an- 
other to the list of murder mysteries, as 
there is ho probability now that be can be 
convicted. This case illustrates the delays 
and uncertainties attending murder trials. 
On the first trial of Dr. Kennedy the jury 
had no “ reagonable doubt and found him 
guilty of murder in the first degree. The 
sentence of death was pronounced, but he 
got a stay of execution and subsequently 
a-new trial upon the ground that new and 
important evidence had been discovered. The 
circumstantial evidence against him was 
strong, but the case of the people was weak- 
ened hy a decision of the court which ruled 
out expert handwriting testimony as to the 
genuineness of his indorsement of a check 
for $13,000, found in possession of the 
deceased, which the prosecution contended 
was a motive for the crime. 
the second trial was out twenty-five hours 
and finally reported it was unable to agree, 
whereupon it was discharged, and the 
risomer was remanded to jail to await a 
hird trial, which it is safe to say will re- 
sult in his acquittal. Two years and a halt 
| have already elapsed since the alleged mur- 
der was committed. How long a time may 
pass before Kennedy has another trial no 
one can say. He may have it soon or he 
may have to wait several months. 
if Dr. Kennedy be innocent the long delay 
in terminating his case is a gross injustice 
to him. Even if be be guilty the outcome 
cannot affect justice, for a “ reasonable 
doubt has been established and the failure 
of one jury to convict establishes a precedent 
for acquittal which has rarely, if ever, been 
violated. His-conviction upon a third trial 
under these circumstances. would be some- 
thing rare in criminal procedure. In view 
of. the: outcome, ‘Several eminent 
lawyers in New York are urging a change in 
the jury law by which, while a unanimous 
verdict must be required to convict, a ma- 
jority vote for acquittal shall he sp ficient 
t) justify a verdict of not guilty. 3 
Some change in the laws appears to be 
necessary to prevent murder from becom- 
ing one of the safest of crimes. The pro- 
ure in such cases as that of Kennedy 

and Molineux gives point to the recent stric- 
ture of Justice Brewer on lyrich law that 
“legislation was conceived in the spirit 
Gf obstruction to the punishment of

SUPERVISING PRIVATE BANKS. 

The failure this week of two private banks 
in this State may have a tendency to turn 
the Legislature from the proposed investi- 
gation of one private bank te the consid- 
eration of the broader question of the ex 
pediency of subj all these concerns to 
State supervision. t question can be 
determined without advertising John Alex 
ander Dowie. It can safely be taken for 
granted that some of the many private 
banks in Illinois are managed by men who 
have no financial ability or ho financial 
honesty; If it were in the power of State 
officials to look into the ‘affairs of these 
institutions from time to time their de- 


posi would: pot tose 0 much as they do 
now. 

The {wo private banks which closed their 
ion Monday were in one sense small 
concerns. But the failure of a bank situ- 


ated ip a small Illinois town, with liabili- 
ties amounting to only $60,000, is a serious 
matter for that community. It is a more 
seriéus matter than would be the failure of 
a Chicago bank with liabilities a hundred 
times greater. So if the Legislature can do 
anything to protect depositors in private 
banks, most of which are in the rural dis- 
tricts, it ought to do so. Solvent, well- 
managed concerns will not object to a mild 
form of State supervision. Private banks 
which are not solvent need looking after. 
Before going into this matter, however, 
the General Assembly should satisfy itself 
as regards its power in the premises. If it 
be clear in mind that the State can exercise 
over men engaged in the legitimate busi- 
ness of private banking a kind of control 
which it would uot elaim the right to exer- 
cise over men engaged in other pursuits, 
then moderate, judicious legislation regard- 
ing this subject will be quite expedient. 


BOSTON’S LITERARY CENSORS. 

Society at the Hub is agitated over recent 
revelations of the methods by which books 
gre selected for the Boston Public Library. |

dividual judgments of the members of a

The nature of the Boston 
censorship may be imagined from the fact 
that the books reported for rejection’ by 
the committee include Mr. Westcott's 
“David Harum,” Mrs. Ward's “ Eleanor,“ 
Mr. Howells’ “Their Silver Wedding,” 
Mrs. Wharton's “ The Touchstone,” Henry 
James’ The Two Magics,” Mrs. Cather- 
woods Spanish Peggy,” Lilian Bell’s 
The Instinets of Stepfatherhoo, „ns- 
ton Churchill's The Celebrity,” Sir Walter 
Besant's The Changeling,” Miss Wilkins’ 
“The People of Our Neighborhood,” and 
Maurice Hewlett's Little Novels of Italy.” 
The Boston committee rejected twelve of the 
thirty-two novels chosen by the New York 
Nation as worthy of review in the year 
1900.

| Representatives of Twelve Universities 
Declare Students Should Go 
| from School to School. 


Assembly Hall at the University of Chicago 
yesterday and discussed the problems relat- 
ing to graduate study and the necessity of 
uniform requirements for the higher degrees. 
it was the second annual meeting of the 
Association of American Universities. The 
plan of students migrating from one uni- 
wersity to another during the years ot grad- 
uate study met with unanimous approval. 
Professor Ira Remsen of Johns Hopkins 
iniversity opened the discussion with a 
paper on Migration Among Graduate Stu- 
dents,” citing the example of Germany, 
where an ideal system of migration exists, 
and said that a similar plan should meet 
with. the encouragement of the association. 
He said that while a migration of a certain 
kind Goes already exist, it is due largely to 
dissatisfaction among the students, and does 
not arise. from the best motives. He said 
@ certain narrowness results when a student 
takes his preliminary and advanced study at 
the game institution, and made the conten- 
tion that the tendency to continue in the 
same school was due to too great loyalty. A 
aGimficulty is found in the trouble of adjusting 
courses so as to receive full credit in going 
from one school to another. Professor Rem- 
sen concluded with the statement that while 
the members of the association are in favor 
of the plan of migration, there is little pros- 
pect of practical results in this direction. 
President G. Stanley Hall of Clark Univer- 
sity took issue with Professor Remsen in

MAY CONTINUE LONG TRAINS. 
Judiciary Committee Decides That Ordi- 


nances of Traction Companies Prevent 
Enforcement of Single Car System. 


Under the present ordinances of the Union 
Traction company and the Chicago City 
Street railway company it will be impossible 
for the city to compel the operation of single 
cars instead ef trains. This conclusion has 
been reached by the Judiciary committee, 
which has been considering Alderman Nel- 
son's ordinance to prohibit the running of 
long trains. It leaves the question to be 
added to those which will have to be reckoned 
with in franchise extension. 

Written demands were made upon the 
Union Traction and Chicage City Street rali- 
way companies yesterday by Commissioner 
McGann ordering that the companies clean 
the snow from the streets. This action was 
taken upon the advice of Corporation Coun- 
sel Walker, who held that the ordinances 
providing penalties upon the failure of the 
companies to remove the snow could be en- 
forced. An endeavor will be made to impose 
a fine upon the companies for each day that 
the snow blockades the streets. Mr. Walker 
holds that the piling of snow in the streets 
was done by the companies and that it 
should be removed by them, the ordinance 
specifying that the snow should be ‘staken 
off the street.“ 

“Unclaimed wages to the amount of 
$8,000, due city employés, will be deposited 
in the Circuit Court to await the determina- 
tion of the rightful owners. In the majority 
of cases the wages represent money which 
had been assigned to money lenders and not 
paid to the employé for that reason. The 
money lenders and the employés will be 
obliged to go into court and prove their 
claims upon the money. 

George F. Harding, the wealthy lawyer 
who occasioned surprise last year by offering 
to buy the street railway companies’ plant 
at the expiration of their franchises in 1903 
and to hold them fer the city until such time 
as the city shall be able to purchase the sys- 
tems, called again on Mayor Harrison yes- 
terday and renewed his offer of $1,000,000. 
The Mayor told him that such matters are 
proper for the Council and suggested that 
when the question of franchise extension 
comes up Mr. Harding should make his offer 
to the Council. Mr. Harding went away de- 
claring that unless his bid for the rallwaysis 
accepted by the Council at the proper time 
he will appeal to the courts against the Coun- 
cll if his bid is the lowest. 


PRINTING PRESS PATENT. WINS. 


United States Court of Appeals Upholds 
Claims of Chicago Firm on 
Straight Line Machines. 


The United States Court of Appeals has 
handed down an opinion reversing the deci- 
sion of the Circuit Court of New Jersey and 
sustaining the claims of the Goss Printing 
Press cOmpany of Chicago to patent rights 
covering the modern straight-line printing 
presses used in nearly all great daily news- 
papers. By this decision Walter Scott,. a 
printing press manufacturer with large fac- 
tories at Plainfield, N. J., who is defendant 
in a suit for infringement of the straight- 
line patents, is restrained from the future 
‘manufacture of the big double and triple 
deck presses, and is required to render an 
accounting to the Goss Printing Press com- 
pany of profits that have accrued to him by 
the sale of the product from his Plainfield 
factories. The decision ends a legal battle 
of more than six years’ duration and is re- 
garded as a notable victory for Bond, 
Adams, Pickard & Jackson, attorneys for 
the Goss company. ‘
